Phlox prefer a soil that has been deeply enriched 
with rotted manure or some commercial fertilizer or both, and should be watered preferably, early enough in the day so that the 
foliage and flowers will dry before night. Plant 18 inches apart and they will look so much better if you will plant 3 or more 
plants of a kind in a group. Do not let your plants go to seed, Remove faded flowers and new blooms will come from the 


young lateral branches.
